Washing ton, Sept. 8.— [Special.]—If 
the president keeps up the practice of 
reading his messag es to cong ress he 
will have to curtail the annual mes­ 
sag e at the beg inning of the reg ular 
session.

Folitical Bureau Inflames the Masses 


and Exciting Scenes Occur— Speak­ 


ers Bitterly Denounce Emptiness 
of 
Japanese Diplomacy . 


Toklo, Sept. 8.—The assassination 
of Mortiaro Abe, director of the po­ 
litical bureau of the Japanese foreig n 
office, has inflamed the masses, and a 
dramatic chapter in the history of 
the new Japan was written. 
Fifteen thousand persons g athered 
in mass meeting in Hibiy a park, call­ 
ing for military action ag ainst China. 
A majority of these marched to the 
foreig n office and clamored for admis­ 
sion. 
They demanded the

troops to China to take such meas­ 
ures as were necessary to obtain sat­ 
isfaction for the killing of Japanese 
at Nanking , or, falling this, the resig ­ 
nation of the m inister of foreig n af­ 
fairs, Baron Nobuaki Makino. 
The speakers denounced the empti­ 
ness of Japanese diplomacy in con­ 
nection with California and China and 
insisted that the insult to the Jap­ 
anese flag at Nanking 
should 
be 
wiped out. 
The manifestation was clearly an 
explosion 
of 
popular 
resentm ent 
ag ainst the ministry in Its treatm ent 
of the California and Chinese q ues­ 
tions. 


Reduces Risk of Violence. 
Profiting by the lessons of the y iots 
which followed the 
conclusion 
of 
peace between Russia and Japan the 
g overnment reduced the risk of vio­ 
lence by refusing to allow* a sing le 
soldier or policeman at the scene. 
The manifestants. many of whom 
w’ore students, were orderly during 
the early part of the proceeding s. 
Suddenly the cry to march on the 
foreig n office was raised and there 
was a g eneral stampede, many per­ 
sons barely escaping being crushed. 
The crowds surg ed throug h 
the 
streets and reached the foreig n office 
to find that the hig h iron g ates were 
locked. 
Scores of the dem onstrators pound­ 
ed on the g ates and called for them 
to be opened. 
The under officials re­ 
fused. 
A deleg ation was appointed, 
the members of which climbed the 
g ates, and then ensued a long parley . 
The 
extraordinary situation 
con­ 
tinued for five hours, the deleg ates 
emerg ing periodically to pacify the 
crowd. 
Finally , when the discussion 
ended, they reported that Baron 
Ma­ 
kino had promised to receive them 
Sept. 15.

Tokio, Sept. 8.— The assassination 
of Mortiaro Abe, director of the po­ 
litical bureau of the Japanese foreign 
ofBoe, has Inflamed the masses, and a

Fifteen thousand persons gathered 
in mass meeting in H ibiya park, call­ 
ing for m ilitary action against China. 
A m ajority of these marched to the 
foreign office and clamored for admis­ 
sion.

ures as were necessary to obtain sat­ 
isfaction for the killing of Japanese 
at Nanking, or, failing this, the resig­ 
nation of the m inister of foreign af­ 
fairs, Baron Nobuaki Makino. 
The speakers denounced the empti­ 
ness of Japanese diplomacy in con­ 
nection with California and China and 
! insisted that the insult to the Ja p ­ 
anese flag at Nanking 
should 
be 


J wiped out. 
The manifestation was clearly an 
explosion 
of 
popular 
resentment 
against the m inistry in its treatment 
of the California and Chinese ques­ 
tions. 


Reduces Risk of Violence. 


Profiting by the lessons of the /lots 
which followed the 
conclusion 
of 
peace between Russia and Japan the 
government reduced the risk of vio­ 
lence by refusing to allow’ a single 
soldier or policeman at the scene. 
The manifestants. many of whom 
were students, were orderly during 
the early part of the proceedings. 
Suddenly the cry to march on the 
foreign office was raised and there 
was a general stampede, many per­ 
sons barely escaping being crushed. 
The crowds 
surged 
through 
the 
streets and reached the foreign office 
to find that the high iron gates were 
locked. 
Scores of the demonstrators pound­ 
ed on the gates and called for them 
to be opened. 
The under officials re­ 
fused. 
A delegation was appointed, 
the members of which climbed the 
gates, and then ensued a long parley. 
The 
extraordinary situation 
con­ 
tinued for five hours, the delegates 
emerging 
periodically to pacify the 
crowd. 
Finally, when the discussion 
ended, they reported that Baron Ma­ 
kino had promised to receive them 
Sept. 15.

bearing the French colors as an ac­ 
knowledgment that Ills grace holds the 
manor of Strathfleldsaye at the will 
and pleasure of the king, thnt estate 
having been presented to the Iron Duke 
as a national gift for his success over 
Napoleon at Waterloo. 
The ceremony of the presentation of 
the flag is today much shorn of Its 
ancient glory, for formerly the ruling 
duke used to bring tho trophy himself 
on horseback and personally offered It 
to the monarch. Nowadays It is sent 
by deputy, however, and is then placed 
by some appointed equerry iu the po­ 
sition assigned to it—namely, over tho 
marble bust of the old Duke of Wel­ 
lington that stands on its pedestal In 
the guardroom at Windsor castle. Tho 
flag which has rested thoro during the 
preceding year Is then taken down and 
returned to tho duke’s messenger. 
It is on the special condition of thus 
rendering tills annual tribute of feudal 
service, as we may call It. that tho 
reigning duke Is allowed to retain tho 
splendid estate already mentioned. 
If 
he omits to send the banner on tile 
proper day he forfeits the right to the 
estates. 
The same principle applies to the 
beautiful domains of Blenheim held 
by the Duke of Marlborough, who sim­ 
ilarly has to send a new flag on each 
anniversary of the battle (Aug. 13, 
1704). The banner is placed over the 
bust of the noted Duke of Marlbor­ 
ough, also in the guardroom at Wind­ 
sor.—London Sphere.

From the Landmark, Norfolk, Va. 
The Landm ark has never wavered 
In the opinion, previously expressed, 
that under proper conditions as to 
rates aud service, one telephone sys» 
tem is better than two. 
In this community th e question 
was to reach a satisfactory conclu­ 
sion about these conditions. 
At last 
t hie. m atter seems to have reached a 
point where a m erger of the two 
companies now* operating here is de­ 
finitely in sight, and desirably in 
sight. 
This paper has never editorially 
discussed the m inute details of tne 
proposed ordinance, and will not do 
so now. 
The subject has been con­ 
sidered not only by the Ordinance 
Committee of the City Council, which 
addressed its attention particularly 
to the rates, but also by the Indus­ 
trial Commission, whtich recommends 
the adoption of the m erger ordinance 
including a proviso that there shall 
be no increase of rates until January 
1st 1913. and no increase over the 
rates then permissible under the pro­ 
posed merger ordinance until live 
years shall have elapsed from the 
date of the passage of the irdinanee, 
and no increase after the five years 
except by due public application to 
the Stat© Corporation Commjsauon 
and authorization by that body. 
President Harvey M. Dickson of 
the Industrial Commission is gener­ 
ally regarded in this city and SOC- 
tion as a very able man of affairs 
whose intelligence is not easily de­ 
ceived as to the m erits of public ques­ 
tions. 
He has completed a profound 
and prolonged study of the telephone 
situation, here aud elsewhere, and 
has satisfied himself that the South­ 
ern Bell Company has agreed 
to 
every condition that could reasonably 
be required in affecting the merger,' 
and th at it would be decidedly to tho 
interest of the community to pass 
the ordinance as recommended by the 
Ordinance Committee of the Coun­ 
cil and approved by the Industrial 
Commission of Norfolk. 
The Landmark, in view of these 
im portant

would be the part of wisdom for the 
Council to adopt the ordinance in 
its amended shape.

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HINTS FOR MOTORISTS. 


8 o ld *rin g Enam eled w ire. 
Now that enameled wire is coming 
extensively into use for winding elec­ 
tromagnets and for similar work it 
is of Interest to be able to solder the 
ends of such wire in a ready manner 
and especially to clean off the coat 
of enamel so as to leave the ends bare. 
Where tho wire Is very fine It is a 
very difficult matter to strip the enamel 
without breaking the wire, so that the 
present German method k a timely 
one 
The ends of the wire are dipped 
for some time in boiling potash lye 
or In concentrated sulphuric acid or 
again in a concentrated and cold lye 
bath, then washed for an Instant with 
hot water aud dried by dipping In 
alcohol. This leaves a clean surface of 
metal for soldering—Scientific Amer­ 
ican.

Tire trouble Is one of the most 
common 
difficulties 
experienced 
in 
touring. 
The most common troubles 
with tires ure puuctures and blow­ 
outs. 
As a rule, punctures are un­ 
foreseen occurrences which cannot be 
prevented. 
However, a careful driver 
who watches the rom! closely will have 
fewer punctures than a careless one. 
Blowouts are caused by insufficient 
or over inflation and by cuts aud 
abrasions of the casing fabric. 
They 
can be prevented by keeping the tires 
properly inflated and by buying cas­ 
ings vulcanized before cuts reach the 
fabric. The following rules regarding 
tires should bo observed: 
Never buy cheap Inner tubes or 
casings. 
Equip your car with tires one size 
larger than actually necessary. Never 
allow your tires to be exposed to the 
hot sun when unnecessary. 
Keep tires well inflated, but allow 
for the expansion of tho air In sum-1 
mer. 
Never drive on a casing which bas 
the fabric exposed. 
Do not allow your tires to stand in 
oil or gasoline. 
Next to negligence, speed is the most 
detrimental to an automobile. 
Speed­ 
ing a motorcar on paved streets or 
smooth roads Is not, as a rule, In­ 
jurious, but when a machine Ls driven 
over rough country roads at even a 
fairly high rate of speed every part of 
the cor Is strained and the life of the 
machine Is greatly shortened. 
See that all tires are fully Inflated. 
Do not start out with casings cut or 
worn so that the fabric is exposed. 
Be sure that the radiator Is full of 
water, not half full. 
See if tile oiling system is In good 
working order. 
Make certain that the transmission 
and differential are well packed with 
grease. 
Examine all bolts, nuts and fittings 
for possible looseness. 
Start the motor and allow It to run 
slowly for several minutes to see if all 
cylinders are firing properly. 
Try the brakes and lf loose tighten 
them up by means of the turn buckles 
on tile brake rods. 
See that the tool box contains a full 
set of tools, some extra spark plugs, a 
set of skid chains and at least one ex­ 
tra inner tube*—Automobile Dealer and 
Repairer.

HARDENING STEEL 


Ll— of Compre***d A ir Give* Better

A process of hardening steel with 
compressed air is said to bo in success­ 
ful use by a German firm in cases 
where only certain parts of tile metal 
require hardening. The usual process­ 
es of hardening by chilling the steel in 
water, oil. or special baths Is not satis­ 
factory la such cases owing to the ten­ 
sion created between the hardened and 
unhardened portion*. 
In the now process the compressed 
air is sprayed over the metal through 
special nozzles, with which, by varying 
th# number and spacing of the holes. 
the degree ef hardening can bs accu­ 
rate!/ graded. 
It Ie claimed that a 
wide range of results can be obtained 
by adapting the shape ef th* nozzle to 
that sd the worh ujkder treatment.

coat of common hot glue or liquid 
glass on both the emery cloth and tlie 
disk . 
Lay two layers of cotton batting 
or some other soft and yielding mate 
rial on a perfectly fiat surface, 
i'laee 
the disk on this with the abrasive side 
of the cloth or paper facing the pad 
ding material and lay some heuv.v 
weights ou the disk to give the neces­ 
sary pressure, fifty pounds usually la* 
lug sufficient. 
The padding will give 
u uniform pressure ami mak e the cun- 
tact perfect over the entire surface. 


Oxidizing G erm an Silver. 
German silver does not oxidise with 
the usual immersion dips, such as liver 
of sulphur, says the Metal Industry. 
It is customary to copperplate the Ger 
man silver for a short time, then oxi 
dlze in a cold solution Consisting' of 
one gallon of water, one ounce of liver 
of sulphur and one-sixteenth ounce of 
ammonia. 
This will produce a black tone. 
If

metal tone the oxidized surface should 
he scratch brushed after the articles 
have been washed and dried ou t
